* T haven't time to tell you’ a long ‘yarn’ to- 
night, but will give you my first experience

It 
gives rise to unpleasant reflections, 
and, while we do not think the 
Board have in any way acted un- 
derhand, we think that the 
manner in which they went to 
work gives it a sort of a close cor- 
poration cast which should net 
exist in a Board having so sacred 
a trust as that of the education of 
our youth. Their acts should not 
have been such as to warrant any 
one in putting the stamp of adverse 
criticism upon them. 


To-pay the Western Union Tel-

A COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


A Little Scheme Which Falled te 
Work, 


The Merced, Cal., 2aprese says: 
Old-time Snelling was an_ interest- 
Ing, funny little place, and one of the 
liveliest country county-seats in the 
State of California. One time the Su- 
pervisors were letting the hospital 
medical contract. There were seven 
doctors in the town, each had in a bid 
for medicine and medical attention. 
The highest bid was two thousand and 
the lowest six hundred dollars. There 
were only three persons then in the 
county care as hospital patients, and 
the general average was five persons. 
A Snelling -hotel-keeper who had a 


table waiter of the Mexican per- 
suasion, who held a Mexican di- 
loma written in Latin and Castil- 
30% and plastered with big red seals, 
asked to be allowed to offer a bid. 
After some discussion the Supervisors, 
at the suggestion of the Chairman, 
who strongly resembled the pictures 
and statues of Washington, decided to 
let the hotel man’s bid in. Boniface, 
apparently, offered to feed and doctor 


all the county patients at the rate of 
the lowest medical bid, and showed 
his hired man’s diploma to guar- 
antee good medical attention to the 
public sick. Merced Supervisors were 
always devoted to economy, so this 
offer en the Board and the con- 
tract. The competing doctors went off 
out of the Courthouse cursing every 
Supervisor in the known and unknown 
world; but the economical contract 
and contract were finally signed, sealed, 
delivered and approved. Boniface fed 
his subjects high on hotel scraps, and 
his doctor prescribed bleeding and 
Glauber’s salts for all cases of hos- 
pital sickness. After awhile the pa- 
tients, impelled by some occult pro- 
ceedings, began to crawl in numer- 
ously, from -up the river and down 
the river and out on the plains. 
Such a convention of sick sheepherders 
was never seen at Snelling or any 
other place before. The authorities 
sent all the cases in on the contractor, 
and some folks wished him much joy 
in his contract. At the next quarterly 
meeting of the board he had in a bill 
for an average of thirty-six patients at 
the rate of $19 per month—§$2,052! 
Upon examination it was found that a 
bug had crawled out of the .contract 
and into the bond; that the covenant 
of the county was to pay at the rate of 
$600 per year for each three patients.

ESCAPE AND RECAPTURE. 


A Washoe County Prisoner Makes 
a Break for Liberty. 


Last evening’s Carson Tribune 
says: John Murray, sent to the State 
Prison from Washoe county for five

SETTLED BY POKER. 


A Oounty-Seat War Ended by a 
Resort to Oards. 


One of the hottest county-seat wars ever 
known in the history of Dakota Territory 
was settled by a game of poker that lasted 
seventy-three hours and caused the com- 
plete suspension of business in two busy 
vwwns, writes a Deadwood (D. T.) corre- 
spondent to the St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

In the spring of ’61 the citizens of Minne- 
sela, a live mining town in the Black Hills 
district, Lawrence. County, made a bid for 
the county offices which were at Spearfish, 
a burg much larger than Minnesela, situ- 
ated in the midst of arich agricultural 
country. So cléverly. did Minnesela work 
the political wires in the spring elections, 
that she was declared the county head of 
Lawrence County by a meager majority of 
fifteen votes. The citizens of Spearfish did 
not take kindly to this turn in affairs, and 
when a demand was made for the transfer 
of the county records to Minnesela, they re- 
fused to obey the official order and declared 
themselves ready to fight it out, not through 
the courts, as it would take too long to set- 
tle it, but with implements of war, man 
against man; and their challenge was 
promptly accepted, for one night one hun- 
dred and fifty armed citizens of Minnesela 
stole quietly into Spearfish, and, breaking 
into the court-house, bore away the county 
records from under the very noses of the 
sleeping Spearfish belligerents. 

There was music in the air the next morn- 
ing when the county records were found 
missing, and the Spearfish community set 
itself about planning an expedition against 
Minnesela to recover the lost or stolen docu- 
ments. 

The men of Minnesela were not somnolent. 
It was a mining town, and the citizens 

ide-awake, thrifty dare-devils who, aside 

rom filling their leather belts with freshly- 
panned gold-dust, relished nothing better 
than a hand-to-hand encounter with their 
fellow-man; and so, when one night Spear- 
fish citizens, 250 strong, marched into 
Minnesela, they met a warm reception, 
and a pitched battle followed in which two 
men were killed outright and twenty-five 
badly wounded. During the melee Charles 
Williams and Edward Fenton, two Spear- 
fish merchants, broke into the office of the 
town marshal, where the county records 
were kept, and securing them, started for 
Spearfish. Their fellow-townsmen, hearing 
of their success, began a retreat, being hot- 
ly pursued by the infuriated Minnesela men, 
who had discovered the success of their op- 
ponents’ strategy. 

The two towns were about thirty miles 
apart, and when half this distance had been 
covered the contending forces were so badly 
used up that their leaders concluded to nego- 
tiate a settlement of the affair, if possible, 
without more bloodshed, for by this time 
more than fifty men were suffering from 
serious bullet wounds or cracked skulls. 
The two factions camped on the banks of 
Minnesela creek, which ran through a rich 
valley and divided the auriferous hills from 
the undulating sweep of agricultral land to 
the south. 

On this spot Anton Rorapaugh, marshal 
of Minnesela, in whose veins ran an evenly- 
balanced mixture of French and Indian 
blood, and Peter MacBStay, a sturdy Scotch 
dealer in farming implements and the may- 
or of Spearfish, met in consultation, while 
their constituents rested on their arms and 
glared at each other across the muddy 
creek, ready to fight at a moment’s notice, 
yet willing to abide by the decision of their 
leaders, whatever it might be. 

A little past noon tho arbitrators met, and 
their negotiations lasted far into the night 
before a satisfactory plan had been decided 
upon, and this was how the question of the 
right of possession of the county seat hon- 
ors was to be determined. 

Two weeks before the county seat emeute 
James Carney, better known as “‘ Reddy,” 
because of the great shocks of blazing hair 
that covered his head, and William Ed- 
wards, known as * Blind Billy”? on account 
ofhaving had one eye gouged out in a bar- 
room fight, had been caughtin the act of 
stealing horses, and they were lying in jail 
awaiting trial, but they. well knew that 
whatever the sentence of the court might 
be, they would be strung up by the vig- 
ilantes, ‘who had a set sentence of death 
against every man caught in the act of 
horse-stealing. ‘‘Reddy’’ was languishing 
behind the bars of the nesela jail, while 


the battle of the cards went on and at night- 
fall, so well had the players watched their in- 
terests, their stacks of chips were about as 
evenly divided as when the first card was 
dealt in the morning. 

Ne vsof the hotly-contested game had got 
back to both towns and the citizens flocked 
to the scene of the battle. Merchants closed 
their stores and the postmaster, for the 
benefit of the stage-driver when he should 
arrive with the mail, posted a notice on the 
officé door to the effect that ie had gone to 
Minnesela creek on important business and 
the date of his return’ was exceedingly 
doubtful. If the mail was alarge and im- 
portant one the driver should bring it to the 
creek and the postmaster woud distribute 
it, as all the citizens were out there and liable 
to stay for some time, and so, on the evening 
of the first day of the game, the banks of 
Minnesela creek presented the appearance 

of a smart young mining camp. 

Fires of dry prairie grass and buffalo 
chips lit up the scene with a fitful glow, 
while over them the women of the two 
towns cooked the evening meal; children 
romped on the fresh green earth; excited 
men drank, wrangled and boasted; the 
guards leaned heavily on their rifles and 
eagerly watched the players, who eyed each 
other narrowly as they fought with the cool 
dex inatior wut ata ade ANGSORA ABE 
against him, but further than this neither 
man spoke a word, and when the morning of 
the second day broke the two men were fight- 
ing as cooly and as determinedly as the 
night before, and neither had yet gained a 
material advantage over the other. Refresh- 

ments were brought them and they played 
on. . 

Three days and three nights the game 
continued, the players never for a moment’s 
rest leaving their seats during that time. 
The fourth morning found the players almost 
exhausted. They leaned heavily on the table, 
but never for a moment lost sight of a point 
in the game. ‘‘Reddy’’ had managed to 
cut down his opponent’s pile of chips and 
was in the better spirits of the two. 

The citizens of Minnesela were exuberant 
over the prospects of their man winning 
and poured whisky down their necks in gen- 
erous quantities as they rallied their Spear- 
fish neighbors on their inability to win a 
victory either at the polls or on the card 
table. 

The game had grown very exciting, as 
“*Reddy’’ had won half his opponent’s and 
had opened a jack pot for fifty chips which 
would “‘tap’’ “Blind Billy” if he stayed, 
and stay he did. He shoved up his chips 
without a tremor, though he well knew if he 
lost them his doom was sealed. He had 
reason to feel confident, for he held four 
jacks. As soon as the situation had be- 
come known throughout the camp every 
man, woman and child rushed in the di- 
rection of the players, and the cordon 
of guards was soon broken through with 
the weight of the struggling mass of excited 
people. 

‘*Reddy ’’ held three kings, and his face 
wore a satisfied smile as he picked up the 
cards as he asked “‘ Billy’”’ how many he 
wanted. , x 

** None,” replied Billy. 

“The smile left ‘‘Reddy’s’’ face as he 
heard this, and his hands trembled slight- 
ly as hedropped two cards in front of him. 
Slowly he lifted them. The first was a 

tray, the second—a king. Triumphantly he 
laid the four kings down before “ Billy,” 
whose face grew ashen pale as his 
fell upon them, and, with a curse, he 
his four knaves in “‘ Reddy’s”’ tace and fel 
back in the chair completely exhausted. 

Minnesela had won the day and “ Reddy ”’ 
his freedom after seventy-three hours of 
desperate fighting. The records were 
promptly delivered to the victors and Min- 
nesela enjoyed the distinction of being the 
county seat of Lawrence County for four 
years, when the offices were moved to Dead- 
wood, 

One morning about a week after the game 
the lifeless remains of “ Blind Billy” were 
found dangling from the limb of a cotton- 
wood in the outskirts of Spearfish, and thus 
ended the history of one. of the most excit- 
ing poker games ever played in the Terri- 
tory of Dakota. 


UNDER FOURTEEN FLAGS. 


The Remarkable Adventures of General 
Ronald Maciver. r 

John W. McDonald, whose reputation for 
veracity is only second to his reputation 
as a journalist, has published, under the 
title of ‘‘ A Soldier of Fortune,” a record of 
the remarkable adventures of General Ron- 
ald Maciver, an American born, who served 
under fourteen flags. The story of General 
Maciver’s life is so repiete with stirring in- 
cidents and dramatic events that if his pdr- 
trait did not confront us on the title page, 
and his letter of approval on Mr. McDon- 
ald’s work appear in the preface, we would 
easily imagine that we were reading a work 
of Dumas. 

General Maciver was born in Virginia and 
came of excellent Scottish stock, descend- 
ants of the illustrious Douglas clan, from 
whom he doubtless inherited his fearless 
courage and iron will. 

At the age of sixteen he began his career 
in the Sepoy mutiny and later joined the 
red-shirt clans of Garibaldi. It was at the 
bombardment of Capua that he first at- 
tracted notice for dare-devil courage by 
standing alone on the breastworks then un- 
der fire and returning the enemy’s shots. 
After enjoying this sort of thing for some 
time he lit a cigar and jumped back into the 
trench where his comrades were watching 
him with amazement and alarm. 

At various other periods in his career 
Maciver fought for the cause of the Confed- 
eracy in America, for Maximilian in Mexico 
and under the flags of Brazil, the Argentine 
Republic, Crete, Cuba, France, Don. Carlos, 
Herzegovina, Servia and Greece... 

Itis not to be wondered at that so gallant 
a soldier should have at various times at- 
tracted the attention of the softer sex in the 
countries: where he fought, for it seems 
the luminous-eyed Mexican or Brazilian 
senorita is quite as vulnerable tothe charms 
of brass buttons as the Knickerbocker maid 
who capers nimbly at a West Point ball. 
Maciver’s love affairs are not the least in- 
teresting incidents in his warlike career 
and tend to soften the severe aspect of the 
story.
